Breach 
of an injunction which causes damage 
to any person may’ be punished by an 
order to .pay damages, to be enforced, if 
necessary, by sequestration or proceedings 
in bankruptcy. A civil or ecclesiastical 
officer may be deprived ‘of his office for 
‘disobedience, and if one man neglects a 
judicial decree, another man may be ap- 
pointed to carry it out, All these provi-, 
sions are useful enough in themselves, The 
first is certainly desirable, and the arrange- 
‘ment. for deprivation, which would. have 
prevented the necessity for Mr. Gazen’s 
prolonged imprisonment, is sensible and 
salutary, But the constant inconveniences, 
and occasional scandals which attend the , 
present system willinot be removed until 
«contempt of court’ is deprived of its att- 
ificial and restored to its matural meaning. 
‘That a Judge should have power to pre- 
serve order and punish disturbance within 
the precincts of his own tribunal Is na- 
turaland proper, But that he shouldbe able 
toimprison any one who by speech or writ- 
ing comments on judicial proceedings still 
incomplete is objectionable in many ways. 
To say nothing of the fact thatthe present 
law ofcontempt confoundsthings essentially 
distinct, j it gives a Judge power to try with- 
out a jury and to pass sentence without a 
-trial-Where-~-criticism— -really—interferes- 
withthe course of justice, which. Is much: 
less often than Judyes are apt to assert or’ 
assume, ft should be treated as a substan 
tive offence, and not dealt with in the sum- 
mary fashion now permitied,
